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EXPLOSION KILLS 
SEVENTEEN MEN 


Terrible Accident Occurs in a 


Pennsylvania Mine. 


SIXTEEN MEN ARE INJURED

Free From Gas for Six Years. 


Wehrum, Pa., June 24.—As the re­ 
sult of an explosion of gas in mine 
No. 4 of the Lackawanna Coal and 
Coke company, seventeen miners were 
killed and sixteen injured. 
With the 
exception of one, those killed were 
foreigners. With 
few 
exceptions 
those injured were Americans. 
Twelve of the more seriously in­ 
jured were taken to Spangler hospital. 
It was stated all would probably re­ 
cover. 
Inspector Joseph Williams of Al­ 
toona with a party entered the mine 
shortly for the purpose of ascertain­ 
ing whether any one was yet en­ 
tombed. 
Superintendent A. M. Johnson stated 
that while the mine bas always been 
jegnrded as non-gaseous, the explo­ 
sion was due to the ignition of a pock­ 
et of gas by the open lamp of a miner. 
“The mine has been free from gas 
for the past six years,” said the su­ 
perintendent, “and the state inspec­ 
tors have permitted the use of open 
lamps. With seventeen dead and six­ 
teen injured, I ara of the opinion that 
everyone has been accounted for.” 
The mine ha3 only been operating 
two days each week. 
Those in the 
mine had entered the shaft for their 
daily allowance of coal for family use. 
Grouped about the slope entrance 
of the mine just before the explosion 
were several Italians. 
When the terrifflc upheaval of rock 
and deadly gas spouted skyward these 
Italians were caught. Terribly burned 
and maimed they rushed about the 
settlem ent crying for aid. 
The cries 
and sound of hissing mine gas at the 
entrance of the mine brought the en­ 
tire town to the scene. 
Held Back Frantic Women. 
Superintendent Johnson, backed by 
the force of the company, stood at the 
mine entrance and held back the fran­ 
tic Vomcn whose relatives were en­ 
tombed. 
The first man to roach the surface 
was A. L. Johnson, son of the super­ 
intendent. Young Johnson had been 
In 
a 
lower 
heading. 
There 
were 
burns on hts arms, body and neck, 
and it is stated he had inhaled flames. 
Following came two Italians, their 
faces burned to a crisp. 
Superinten­ 
dent Johnson called for volunteers to 
enter the mine. In the 
volunteer 
ranks stood several women. These 
were ordered back. 
With wet hand­ 
kerchiefs tied over their faces, the 
first squad of tho relief party started 
‘down the shaft. 
Of the eight who 
started, four came back with their 
senses. 
The others, overcome with 
black-damp, were pulled to the sur­ 
face with ropes. 
A second and a third party entered, 
only to be driven back by the deadly 
gas. 
Oxygen sent by the Cambria steel 
works aided the searchers and with 
safety helmets a fourth rescue party 
succeeded in bringing twelve bodies to 
the surface. 
Later five more bodies 
were 
recovered. They 
were found 
huddled together in the lower left 
heading where they died in an evi­ 
dent effort to reach the main shaft. 
In twos and threes the injured were 
found and lifted to the mouth of the 
mine and there hastily taken to the 
temporary hospital established in the 
company store. They were later re­ 
moved to the Spangler hospital. 


Boys Find Body In River. 
St. Michaels, Md., June 24.—Two 
boys while crabbing in Black river, a 
branch of the Choptank, discovered 
in the water the nude body of a white 
woman* about twenty-five years of age 
The body was weighted with $n irQu 
pot in which half a dozen bricks had 
beeg placed. Wounds inflicted with 
fidhie btiltil instrument indicate that 
the woman was murdered before her 
body was placed in the river.

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Italian to Be Deported. 
Duluth, June 24.—Francisco Tine, 
believed to be an organizer of the 
Black Hand society, will be deported 
by Immigration Inspector Dean to 
Fort Frances, where he Is wanted on 
charges of blackmail and intimida­ 
tion. 
He is believed to be tho head 
of a branch of tho society which has 
been operating on the ranges. 


ELEVEN DROWNED 


IN LAKE BLARNEY 


Hie of the Victims lie Mer. 
ieee Tourists. 


“Killarney, Ireland, June 24.—A large 
rowboat carrying five American and 
four English tourists and four Irish 
boatmen was swamped in a gale while 
crossing Lower Killarney lake. All 
of the tourists and two of the boatmen 
were drowned. The victims were Mrs. 
A. A. Hilton and son of Tacoma, 
W ash.; Mr. and Mrs. Longhead, or 
Loughead, of Boston; Miss M. H. Ca-

know n); Rev. B. Barton and sister 
of London, and Miss Florence Wilkin­ 
son and cousin of Brentwood, Essex; 
Boatmen Con Tooney and Con Glee- 
son. 
None of the bodies were recov­ 
ered. 
The boat was a four-oared craft 
used for taking visitors about the lake. 
Most of the passengers were guests 
at the Great Southern hotel.

party started out sightseeing. When 
the lower lake was reached it was 
found that a heavy wind from the 
northwest, was blowing. 
Several oth­ 
er boats that, had started over the 
same course put back. 
It was not 
long before anxiety began to be felt 
concerning the boat, which had con­ 
tinued on the course and searchers 
who put out when the wind had died 
down a little discovered her over

Ohio Man Shoots His Wife, His Broth- 
er-in-Law and Himself. 
Columbus, O., June 24.—W. R. Pur­ 
year, aged twenty-nine, a machinist In 
the engineering department of the 
Ohio state university, shot his wife, 
killed his brother-in-law, Fred West, 
and then committed suicide as two 
policemen rushed into the Puryear 
home to put out a fire which Puryear 
had started to destroy the house. Mrs. 
Puryear will recover. 
Puryear left a 
note addressed to his mother, Mrs. M. 
M. Puryear, Franklin, Tenn., and his 
brother-in-law, H. C. Scruggs, Nash­ 
ville, in which lie said his wife had 
been unfaithful and th at he "was cor­ 
recting lier when her brother heard 
us fussing and ran in and shot me in 
the shoulder. I fired at him and 
Clara joined in, taking his part. I 
shot at both of them to save myself 
and now I am shut up in this house 
ready to kill myself rather than face 
the disgrace.” 
The 
wife declared 
her husband 
fired first at her; that her brother 
then had shot at Puryear, who turned 
upon West and shot him. Brother 
and sister ran to a neighbors. When 
policemen were mounting a stairway 
to the attic where Puryear had taken 
refuge, he fired upon them without 
effect. 
Neighbors entirely discredit Pur- 
year’s suspicions of infidelity of his 
wife and think he was mentally de­ 
ranged.

But Chinese Prisoner Throws No New 


Light on the Tragedy— Information 


Obtained From Him Is All That the 


New York Police Have to Work on. 


Officials 
Refuse 
to 
Discuss 
the 


Crime. 


New York, June 24.—After a day of 
conflicting 
statements, 
the 
district 
attorney’s office, acting under instruc­ 
tions from Mr. Jerome, and the po­ 
lice department under orders from 
Commissioner Bingham, refused to 
discuss further what progress hail 
been made in the search for Leon 
Ling, the Chinaman who is wanted 
for the murder of Elsie Sigel, whose 
body was found in a trunk in a room 
over an Eighth avenue chop suey res 
taurant last Friday night. 
Nor would 
they discuss the results of the ex­ 
amination of Chung Sin, Leon Ling’s 
former roommate, who has been va­ 
riously reported to have witnessed 
the crime, to have aided in roping the 
trunk and finally merely to have seen 
the girl’s body. There 
have been 
hourly reports of clues from all parts 
of the country, but none of them, on 
close examination, brings the authori­ 
ties any nearer to the m urderer. 
W hat progress has been made with 
Chung Sin, who underwent another 
four hours of cross-examination at the 
hands of Captain Carey and his men 
of the homicide bureau and Mr. Ward 
of the district attorney’s office, is due 
as much as anything to the offices of 
Quon Ydck Nam, a Chinese merchant, 
who volunteered as an interpreter 
and in whom the police have every 
confidence. 
It is said th at he told 
Chung Sin, with an earnestness that 
carried conviction that no Chinese 
society would aid him in suppressing 
the facts or in concealing Leon Ling; 
that, on the contrary, every Chinaman 
of influence and responsibility in the 
country felt that the case was bring­ 
ing disrepute on their race and they 
all were united with the police in ef­ 
forts to run down the murderer. With 
more to gain than to lose by the truth, 
Chung Sin then talked freely if not 
frankly, but that he has not been 
actually implicated in the crime itself, 
is indicated by the fact that he is 
still held in the house of detention for 
witnesses and not in the Tombs, 
charged with being an accessory in 
the murder. 


AM the Police Have to Go On. 
* 
W hatever be the whole truth con­ 
cerning the information Chung Sin 
yields, it is practically all the police 
have to go on. 
Chu Gain, the restau­ 
rant proprietor and adm irer of the 
dead girl, of whom Leon Ling was 
Jealous, is out on $1,000 bail, pumped 
dry; the other restaurant keeper, Sun 
Leung, and his waiters and cook, 
above 
whose place the 
body was 
found, also are out on bail for $100 
and the lesser importance attached to 
their knowledge is measured by the 
small amount. 
Thus 
the 
case 
revolves 
around 
Chung Sin, whose alleged confession, 
however, became, far less sensational 
upoL further investigation. 
To all questions he reiterates that 
he occupied the room next to that of 
Leon and that on the afternoon of 
June 9. the day of the murder, he 
wakened after a natural sleep to find 
Leon standing beside him. 
Leon was 
in trouble and wanted help. 
Chung 
Sin soon understood why when he 
saw the body lying across the bed. 
There was blood on the lips and a 
stained handkerchief was stuffed be­ 
tween the lips. The features, he said, 
were strained and blackened, but he 
saw no rope around the neck. 
Leon 
explained to him that the girl bit her 
tongue and bled to death. 
Asked if that seemed plausible to 
him, Chung Sin admitted th at he felt 
terrified and that his first impulse 
was to get out of the house as soon 
as he could. 
Before he left, however, 
Leon borrowed $200 from him, he 
said. 
Then he had hurried to the 
rooms of his cousin, with the intention 
of passing the night, but his curiosity 
got the better of him and after two 
uneasy hours, he sneaked back to the 
house, climbed the stairs, lifted him­ 
self to where he could pear through 
the transom, and saw the room empty 
save for the trunk. That was enough 
for him. He hurried back to his cou­ 
sin's room and slept there that night. 


HANDWRITING

New York, June 24.—Benjamin F. 
Kelly, a handwriting expert, on whom 
Broughton Brandenburg relied to re­ 
but the testimony of David N. Car­ 
valho that Brandenburg wrote the 
signature of Grover Cleveland which 
was attached to the article that was 
sold to the New York Times, died 
suddenly here. 
In the opinion of the 
ambulance surgeon, Kelly was a vic­ 
tim of acute indigestion, aggravated 
by the heat. 
He collapsed and ex­ 
pired on Broad way. 


Boy Killed by the Police. 
Chicago, June 24.—Rudolf Berndt, a 
fourteen-year-old boy. was killed by 
police here following an alleged at­ 
tempt on his part to imitate Black 
Hand methods and secure money from 
S. E. Grossfeldt, a wealthy grocer, by 
threatening letters. 
He was shot on 
a lonely street corner Just after he 
had seized a package supposed to 
contain $15,000 from his victim.

MAMMOTH MUSHROOM. 


Weighed 
Over Thirty-three 
Pounds 
When It Reached Scales. 
In a field six miles back of Pitts­ 
burg, at Millvale, Pa., Dr. Allen J. Wil­ 
letts, professor of economy and Eng­ 
lish in the Carnegie Tech schools, re­ 
cently discovered a mammoth mush­ 
room. 
The mushroom, after some 
pieces had been broken off in getting 
it to the scales, weighed thirty-three 
and a half pounds. It measured thir­ 
ty-two inches on the top and nine 
inches in thickness. 
The Carnegie institute, which at once 
took charge of the wonderful growth, 
declares that, while there is historical 
record of a mushroom weighing forty­ 
five pounds having been found, it has 
reason for belief that the find of today 
Is as large as if not larger than any 
other ever found. 
Detail as to the 
mushroom of history is lacking, and 
there are also lacking some parts oi 
the Pittsburg mushroom which were 
Intact when found. 
Dr. W. J. Holland of the institute, 
who raced by auto into the woods for 
the mushroom, when notified declared 
that it must have weighed over forty 
pounds when Dr. Willetts came upon 
it. 
The mushroom is what is known as 
the polyporas kind and cannot be cul­ 
tivated at all, though It is of the edible 
variety. 
The mushroom appears to 
have grown so fast that blades of 
grass cut through it. 


BJORNSON^ POPULARITY. 


Remarkable Military Greeting For the 
Norwegian Novelist. 
One day while in Norway an oppor­ 
tunity was given to L. P. Richards to 
verify the statement that the name of 
Bjomstjerne BJomson, the Norwegian 
poet, means as much as the Norwegian 
flag. MA battalion of Norwegian and 
Swedish cavalry, infantry and artil­ 
lery, between 3,000 and 4,000 strong, 
was returning from its maneuvers to 
the post in Christiania,** he says. "In 
passing Anlestad the general in com­ 
mand sent his adjutant in advance to 
get Bjornson's permission to bring him 
an ovation.

There was the unique spectacle 
of a man in private life being accorded 
a military, spontaneous demonstration 
by the nation’s army which a king 
might envy."

NEW CONSULAR SERVICE. 


Card System to Advance Interests of 
American Commerce. 
American consuls all over the world 
are to be supplied with a card index 
system of catalogues and literature of 
every manufacturing concern in th6 
United States as a result of an agree 
ment reached the other day between 
the state department and the depart­ 
ment of commerce and labor, sayers 
Washington dispatch. 
The arrange 
ment is in line with the admluistra 
tion’s policy of placing the commerce 
of the United States in the first rank 
through a reorganization of the con­ 
sular service. 
The service recently 
was shaken up, and now the adminis­ 
tration is preparing to furnish the new 
menthe necessary materia! with which 
to produce results. 
American consulates receive annual­ 
ly many queries as to manufacturers 
in various lines. The usual course in 
such’ cases is to pass the inquiry on to 
Washington, which in turn advertises 
it to the trade and thus gives any man­ 
ufacturer interested an opportunity tc 
correspond. But this method has been 
found to involve so much time that the 
buyer in numerous instances has pur­ 
chased elsewhere before he gets infor­ 
mation about American goods. 
William Harper, who evolved this 
plan, was chief of the bureau of in­ 
formation of the Philadelphia mu­ 
seums for six years following its or­ 
ganization in 1894 and in that capacity 
visited virtually all of the American 
consulates in the world in the course 
of the years 1898-9. 
One of the conditions of the service 
is that It is free to any and all manu­ 
facturers In the country. No fee is to 
be charged for the service in sending 
out cards to the consulates. All that 
is required of the manufacturer is that 
he print his cards in the language of 
the country to whish they are sent and 
In a prescribed and uniform size for 
assembling.

APPRAISERS RESUME 
TAKING EVIDENCE 


After Spending Wednesday Af­ 
ternoon Making Personal In­ 
vestigation of Plant 


EXPERT TESTIMONY COMMENCED 


AN EXPLANATION MADE 


Edward P. Burch, Consulting En­ 
gineer, Placed on the Stand

far enough with his testimony to show 
the entire value he placed on the plant. 
It was considered probable at noon that 
his evidence would require the entire 
day today and would occupy part of to­ 
morrow.

Regarding the Necessity of the Com­ 


ing Financial Canvass for 


the Y. M. C. A. 
Since it has been understood that 
there will be a Y. M. C. A. financial 
canvas! the question has been frequent­ 
ly asked—-“ Does the Association not 
receive enough from memberships to 
support itself ?” In reply to this, one 
officer of the association gave the Dis­ 
patch the following: 
There is not an Association in the 
country that is run without support 
from some institution or from the citi­ 
zens. It is a popular opinion, however, 
that it should care for itself, but the 
Association here gives the young man 
a privilege which could not be pur­ 
chased for less than $15.00 to $:5.00, 
and yet asks the young man but $5.00 
for that privilege, and this low price 
must be maintained so that it is pro­ 
hibitive to none. 
To meet this deficiency in the Brain­ 
erd Association about $1,100 is neces­ 
sary each year. The N. P. R. R. gives 
$500 of this amount, which leaves $600 
to be raised by popular subscription. 
It should be emphasized that this As­ 
sociation is run on a smaller amount of 
money for the work done than the 
average Association. During the last 
two years there was not a great effort 
made to cover this deficiency and the 
board are now putting it up to the cit- 
izens of Brainerd as to the manner in ! 
which it shall be conducted in the fu­ 
ture, for, unless there is a hearty sup­ 
port the work cannot be 
continued, 
which has been carried on so success-1 
fully for the last two years. 
The board is meeting with some very 
gratifying successes as some of the 
business men of Brainerd, when thoro - 
ly acquainted with the situation, have j 
expressed themselves as unwilling to 
see the Association take a backward 
step, and are willing to do their full 
share in supporting it.

8ung at rn Meeting to Dieouee Meene to 
Relieve the Unemployed. 
A meeting of the unemployed was 
held the other day under the auspices 
of the International Brotherhood Wel­ 
fare association In a hall at 44 Bowery, 
New York, to discuss methods of pro­ 
viding 
work for the unemployed. 
Chairman J. Eads How announced at 
the beginning of the meeting that the 
proceedings would be started with a 
hymn. 
The “hymn” proved to be a 
paraphrase of “America,” the first 
verse of which ran: 
My country, what of thee? 
W hat hast thou done for me 
That I may sing? 
In labor’s crowded mart. 
Strong hand and willing heart. 
Striving to do my part, 
To thee I sing. 
Miss Lily Engleton, an eighteen-year- 
old anarchist, was one of the speakers. 
She said: 
“The unemployed should be infused 
with the spirit of the French revolu 
tion. They should assert themselves, 
as the French people did, and make it 
understood that it is the duty of the 
government to put the unemployed to 
work.”

Attempts of Senator McCumber of 
North Dakota to Reduce the Finance 
Committee’s Rate End in Failure. 
Aldrich Forces Beaten in Fight Over 
Duty on Pineapples—Consideration 
of Coal Schedule Concluded. 


W ashington, June 24.—In unexpect­ 
edly short order the senate took up 
and disposed of the lumber schedule 
and then entering upon the discussion 
of pineapples, put behind the pro­ 
vision regulating the rates of duty on 
that article. 
Calling up the tariff bill immediate­ 
ly after convening, Mr. Aldrich asked 
that the lumber schedule should re­ 
ceive 
first 
attention. 
He 
had 
no 
sooner taken his seat than Senator 
McCumber, who, in the interest of 
the treeless Northwest has been a 
persistent advocate of free lumber, 
arose and presented an amendment 
reducing the finance com m ittee’s rate 
of $1.50 per thousand on sawed lum­ 
ber to the house rate of $1 per thou­ 
sand. 
This was generally recognized 
as a test proposition, as sawed lum­ 
ber has been the bone of contention 
from the beginning. The North Da­ 
kota senator did not find it worth 
while to enter into any argument in 
support of his provision, but permit­ 
ted it to go directly to a vote. 
The result was against him and was 
another triumph for the Aldrich rates, 
the vote standing 24 in favor of and 
44 against the reduced rate. 
Party 
lines were completely obliterated on 
this vote. 
Another test came on the proposi­ 
tion to make a rate of $1.25 per thou­ 
sand on lumber with a general change 
in the differentials, and on this vote 
the finance committee was also liberal­ 
ly supported. 
The entire wood schedule, making 
reductions of about 25 per cent from 
the present law rates, and increasing 
the house rates of the pending bill to 
about the same extent, 
was then 
agreed to. 
The sailing was not so smooth when 
it came to pineapples. 
The conten 
tlon was for higher rates, and came 
from 
Democratic sources. 
The ob­ 
jectors in this case were Senators 
Taliaferro and Fletcher of Florida. 
The house had fixed a duty of 8 
cents per cubic foot on pineapples in 
barrels and $8 per thousand, but the 
senate committee on finance reduced 
this rate to 7 cents and $7. respective­ 
ly, thus restoring the provision of the 
Dir.gley law. 


Amendment Is Adopted. 
Mr. Taliaferro presented an amend­ 
ment restoring the house rate of $8 
per thousand, but changing the other 
portions of the provision so as to re­ 
quire the payment of half a cent a 
pound for pineapples in bulk. The 
contention was for and against this 
increase, and the fight was mainly 
between the Florida senators, repre­ 
senting a pineapple producing state, 
and Senators Smith and Rayner of 
Maryland, in whose state there are 
large 
pineapple 
canning 
establish­ 
ments. 
After a debate extending over about 
four 
hours’ 
time, 
the 
Taliaferro 
amendment was adopted, 34 to SO 
This wa3 a defeat for the finance com­ 
mittee, but the amendment was not 
strenuously resisted by the commit­ 
tee and several of its members voted 
for it. 
Rather unexpectedly to itself the 
senate concluded its consideration of 
the coal schedule. 
The finance committee, through Mr. 
Aldrich, reported an amendment fix­ 
ing the duty on bituminous coal and 
shale at 60 cents per ton; on coal 
slack or culm at 15 cents per ton; 
coke and compositions used for fuel 
at 20 per cent ad valorem. 
A draw­ 
back equal to tho duty Is allowed ves­ 
sels in the foreign trade. 
This scale. Mr. Aldrich explained, 
was a reduction of 7 cents a ton on 
coal 
under 
the 
house 
rate. The 
amendment, he said, also left out tho 
house reciprocity provision. 
He did 
not believe, however, that the house 
would remove its duty on coal, even 
lf the reciprocity provision were left 
in the bill. 
Senator McCumber, declaring that 
he was in favor of free coal, offered 
an amendment reducing the rate of 
fluty reported by the committee on 
finance to 40 cents a ton. 
The amend­ 
ment was voted down, 28 to 44, where­ 
upon the committee’s amendment was 
accepted without change and without 
division. 
An amendment by Mr. McCumber 
reinstating 
the 
house 
reciprocity 
clause in the committee amendment 
was defeated under a division, 24 to 
47, while a free coal amendment by 
Senator Crawford was rejected on a 
viva voce vote. 


WINS GUGGENHEIM TROPHY 


Ford Car No. 2 Victor In Transcontl* 
nontal Auto Raco. 
Seattle, Wash., June 24.—Amid the 
cheers of 15,000 people who blocked 
the streets around the main entrance 
to the Alaska-Yukon-Paciflc 
exposi­ 
tion, Ford car No. 2, driven by W. B. 
Scott, in the transcontinental automo­ 
bile race, crossed the tape at 12*55:35 
o’clock, 
winning 
the 
Guggenheim 
trophy cup and $2,000 purse. 
The car 
had been out from New York 22 days, 
55 minutes. 
The car was seriously delayed dur­ 
ing the last IOO miles of the race by 
the deep snow in the Snoqualime pass 
through the Cascade mountains. 
Be­ 
cause of a rumor that a protest would 
be filed against Ford car No. 2 be­ 
cause it was reported to have dropped 
a man and picked him up afterward, 
the award was not made. 
The Shawmut car, which entered 
the Cascade mountains eight hours be 
hind Ford car No. 2, is expected to 
win the second prize of $1,500. 
The Itala car abandoned the con­ 
test at Cheyenne.

It Is a good sign for a horse to carry 
one ear forward and the other back­ 
ward when on a journey, because this 
stretching of his ears In contrary di­ 
rections shows that he is keenly alive 
to everything that is going on around 
him, while it also shows that he is 
not fatigued. 
Few horses sleep with­ 
out pointing their ears in this way, so 
that they may receive notice of the ap­ 
proach of objects in every direction. 
When horses or mules march in com­ 
pany at night those in the front direct 
their ears forward, those in the rear 
direct them backward, and those in the 
center turn them laterally, or across. 
The whole troop, indeed, seems actuat­ 
ed by one common feeling—namely, 
safety of all concerned.
